BURNT LAKE GRADE. 

The grade across burnt Lake on 
the line of the Alberta Central Rail- 
Way was completed yesterday. The 
drainage diteh, which is calculated to 
drain the lake dry, was completed on 
the 7th of November. The work ot 
draining Burnt Lake began in the 
spring of 1911, and when the dredge, 
which was employed to excavate 
the channel, supended operations last 
winter about 2000 feet-of the ditch 
remained unfinished. On account ol 
the unusually wet weather, the preat- 
er part of the unfinished portion oi 
the ditch was beneath water level 
until August of this year, when the 
contractor put on a large force of 
min to do this work by hand, which 
delayed the progress of the work of 
draining the lake very materially. 
The ditch is now carried into deep 
water and it is estimated that the 
area of land drained will be approxi- 
mately 6000 acres. On account of the 
work of draining the lake mot being 
dome sufficiently far in advance of 
the grade, most of the material -had 
to be hauled in from both ends, and 
as many as 75 teams were employed 
on this work for the past three 
months and the extreme leneth of 
haul covered hy this work was over 
a mile. The farmers on the west 
side of the lake are rejoicing at the 
prospect of having a winter road 
across the lake. which will reduce 
the distance to Red Deer by about 
5 miles, and are thinking of pre- 
senting a petition to the Govern- 
ment to authorize the eonstruction 
of a roadway alongside the grade. 
The grade from Red Neer to Rocky 
Mountain House is reported to be 
now in excellent shape for track- 
laving. should material be to hand 


this year.

TRAIN IN REO DEER 


The mixed farming special train 
arrived on Red Deer on Saturday 
night last from Didsbury, laying in 
the C.P.R. yards till 12.40 on Mon- 
day. The train consisted of nine 
vars, including sleeper and two first 
class cars tor lectures, etc. Mr. C. 
is, Lewis, Superintendent of Fairs 
and Institutes for Alberta, was in 
-barge of the whole concern, being 
ably assisted by Bryce Wright, of 
we Winton, Alta., A. Carlisle, of 
chesterlield, OUnt., aod Professor 
whiott, ot the C.P.R. Live Stock 
Jepurtment, 

here was a fairly large muster of 
farmers from the outlying districts, 
vut no doubt there would have-been 
a much larger attendance if the 
rain had remained here during the 
aiternoon, The cars were open for 
Mespection at Y a.m., and visiters at 
voce began to take advantage of 
ivObing through the cars. The 
poultry car was well fitted up, hav- 
ing some splendid breeds of poultry 
in White and Barred Rocks, Buff 
drpingtous, White \.gandottes, and 
ithode Islund Keds. There was also 
a good selection of model poultry 
houses and trap nests. A neat kill- 
my arrangement was also on view 
whereby a fowl could be killed and 


Wire passed through the beak}:which, 
though not preventing the fol<1 eat- 
ing or drinking, prevents the “mouth 
closing tight enough to hold feath- 


ers. <Another feature was a_ trap 
nest test. Twelve pullets were plac- 
ed in a pen for one month. At the 
end of the month they had laid 
one hundred and forty-five eggs, six 
had laid one hundred and fourteen 
and the other six, thirty-one. ‘That 
alone speaks for the value of the 
trap nest. Mr. Foley, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, was in charge 
of this car, assisted by Mr. Scott. 

The dairy cow, in charge of Com- 
missioner C, P. Marker, had a Bab- 
cock tester in operation, with other 
devices useful to the farmers, and 
buttermakers, in particular * Mr. 
Pearson of Red Deer, gave lectures 
on butter and cheese making. The 
walls of this car were well decorated 
with specimens of seeds’ and weeds 
in all stages of growth. Mr. Me- 
Kenny gave talks. 

The live stock cars were well fitted 
up for the animals, and a good num- 
ber of cattle of show repute were on 
hand. These animals were removed 
to tne bain of Melville Card tur the 
stay in Red Deer, and during the 
morning they were brought out into 
the street and the different lecturers 
gave the collected audiences lots of 
good pointers and advice. Mr. Gal- 
braith of De Koll, Ill., one of the 
most noted breeders and judges of 
Percheron horses in America, was the 
lecturer on the Percheron horse. He 
gave a very fine lecture in the car, 
afterwards going outside and show- 
ing the points of the horse in ques- 
lion. 

The Clydes were in charge of Bryce 
Wright, who was at home on_ the 
subject. and was very interesting. 
| S. G. Carlisle lectured on dairy 
cattle, showing good specimens — of 
Ayrshires ‘and Holsteins. 

The beef cattle were. in the ab- 
sence of Prof. Elliott, shown and lee- 
tured upon by Bryce Wright. 

The stock were lent by the follow- 
ing: Percheron stallion and mare, 
J.C. Diury, of Cowley ; Clyde stal- 
lion and mare, P. A. Switzer, — of 
Lacombe ; Shorthorn bull and heifer, 
Bryce Wright, of De Winton; Ayr- 
shire cow, Roland Ness, of De Willis: 
Holstein bull, T. Layvock, of Cal- 
gary; Oxford Down sheep, Bryce 
Wright ; dual purpose Shorthorn by 
Demonstration Farm, Sedgewick. 

C. A. Lewis, who is in charge of 
the train, pointed out the advantag- 
es of mixed farming, and the advisi- 
bility of feeding the grain to cattle 
instead of shipping it. He believed 
that was catering to the home mar- 
kets and paid better than trying to 
find outside markets. He said the 
main objects of the train was to 
demonstrate to the people the finan- 
cial side of the question, and its ad- 
vantages, if properly carried — out. 
The lectures were brief and instrue- 
tive and not wearving. 

The train left at 12.40 for Rowden, 
returning to Red Deer at night, and 
pulled ont. on Tuesday morning for 
Coronation. 

Before leaving town C. AL Tewis 
visited the FEwhihition grounds and 
spoke highly of them, hut expressed 
the opinion that we should increase 
the main building lJareely, making 
use of one side for horticulture, also 
that we should build additional

Dr. Roche, one of the Best 
Known Men of Western Canada, 
an Eloquent Speaker, and Old Par- 
liamentarian, and Au Able Admin- 
istrator. : 


New Head of Department of 
The Interior 


Through the re-construction of the 
cabinet made necessary by the resig- 
nation of Hon. F. D. Monk, Hon. 
Dr. Roche, Secretary of State, has 
gone to the Department of Iiterior. 
His appointment has been received 
with general approval throughout 
the country. He is one of the most 
popular men in the House, and his 
clevation to the important post of 
Minister of the Interior is regarded 
as a fitting recognition of his ability 
both as an administrator and as a 
parliamentarian, The Interior is 
particularly a western department, 
and the news of his appointment 
has been especially well received in 
nis home provinee, Manitoba, and in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 


BORN IN ONTARIO. 


By birth Dr. Ro:he is an Ontario 
man, although of Irish parentage. 
He was born at Clandeboye, near 
luucan, Ontario, in 1&5¥. He was 
educated at Lucan and London high 
schools and then studied for medi- 
cine. He is enrolled as the first 
graduate in medicine of Western Uni- 
versity, London. Last fall his alma 
mater honored him by bestowing on 
him an honorary degree. He gradu- 
ated in 1853, and the same year he 
removed to Manitoba, locating at 
Minnedosa, where We has been aetive- 
ly practising ever since. He is thus 
one of the pioneers of the west, and 
probably no man in parliament has 
such a thorough knowledge of west- 


ern conditions and western affairs 
as Dr. Roche. 
ENTERED POLITICS. 
His first essay into polities was 


in T8092, when he was an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for the Manitaba legis- 
lature. Four years later he was the 
Conservative candidate for Mar- 
quette, and redeemed the riding, thus 
entering the House the same year as 
Premicr Borden. Despite deadsets on 
bi- riding Tr. Roche carried Mar- 
quette with increased majorities in 
900, Wed, 1-8 and Wl. His 
popularity in the home = riding has 
made him now unseatable. 
AN FELOQUENT SPEAKER, 

One of the most eloquait speakers 
in parliament, and a close follower 
of legislation, Dr. Roche was early 
recognized as one of the Conserva- 
tive party’s ablest men in the House, 
acd in 1901 he was honored by being 
appointed Conservative whip for the 
west, continuing in that position un- 
til 1910, when he was appointed 
assistant chief whip. 

Through the long years of oppos- 
ition, Dr. Roche hore the brunt of 
the fighting for the Conservatives on 
western subjects. His) thorough 
knowledge of the west, his eloquence 
as a speaker, and ability as a debat- 
er, brought hinr into prominence, 
and he soon took his place as a 
front bencher in the Conservative 
ranks and as one of Mr. Borden's 
right hand men. 

When Premier Borden formed his 
Dr. Roche was appoi ted 
Secretary of State. During the past 
year he has shown splendid admin- 
ixtrative ability, and his elevation 
to the important portfolio of the 
Interior is regarded as an admirable
